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About Controlling Sex. 
St. Louis Journal of Agriculture. ] 

In the report of the University of 
Illinois for this year, we find the 
following on controlling sex. It 
is evident that there are no certain 
rules yet discovered by which it 
may be accomplished. The report 
says: 

For several years past different 
suggested modes of controlling

One result of these observatiens 
has been to suggest an explanation 
of some of the many positive state- 
ments that a given theory has been 
proven correct, In several cases 
we have had a noticeable series of 


calves of one sex—so noticeable’ 
in number that, had the cows been 
in accordance with any one method 
or theory Zor controlling sex, there 
would have been a natural dispo- 
sition to pronounce the theory 
proven true or false. 

At times there scems a strikin 
tendency to the production of ani- 
mals of one sex, either as the pro- 

eny of the sire or of one or more 
emales. The Shorthorn bull Ox- 
ford-Mazurka(40,199)gave us nearly 
three heifers to one bull calf for 
three successive years. On the 
other hand, a majority of the 
calves of his get during the last 
few months he was in use were 
bulls. Three Shorthorn cows in 
the herd have given six, five and 
four calves of the same sex in suc- 
cession; then dropped one oppo- 
site sex. 

We have not found that reliance 
can be placed in the theories that 
sex can be controlled by service 
near commencement or near close 
of heat; before or after milking, 
or by having the animals coupled 
of different ages. On the other 
hand, we have not in a series of 
years, been able to say positively 
that what is known as the Stuy- 
vesant theory has been proven in- 
correct—unless cases ot production 
of twins of opposite sex be counted 
violation of the theory. 

This theory is that conception at 
alternate periods of heat will pro- 
duce offspring of different sex. 
The method of application is: A 
cow having produced a calf, and it 
being desired to have the next of 
the same sex, the cow should be 
served at the second, fourth or 
sixth heat, until she stands to the 
service. If acalf of the opposite 
sex be desired, she should be served 
at the first, third or fifth heat. 

It is not held that our observa- 
tions prove this theory correct; 
simply that we have not found, 
with certainity, exceptions to it in 
our herds. It not frequently 
happens that the manifestations of 
heat in a cow are so slight and pass 
away so quickly that they may not 
be detected; hence this theory may 
be incorrectly held to have been 
sustained or its correctness dis- 
proved. 

A test has been madé of the 
theory that the sex can be controll- 
ed by half castration of the male—it 
frequently being stated that semen 
from the right testicle will produce 
only male, that of the left only fe- 
male offspring. The left testicle 
was removed from a boar pig. 
Three sows afterward bred to him 
produced litters in each of which 
were pigs of both sexes in nearly 
equal number. The castration 
was done when the pig was quite 

oung, and no other boar could 
ave had access to the sows. In 
this case the result was directly at 
variance with the theory. 


The Boston Transcript gives 
some good suggestions on the 
above topic in the following: 
“Horses are frequently troubled 
with brittle hoofs, caused by a de- 
ficiency of water in the bone. 
This is caused in yarious ways— 
fever of the feet, or the common 
founder; inflammation of the inter- 
ior of the foot; exposure to fer- 
menting manure or filthy stables, 
by which the horn is saturated 
with moisture containing am- 
monia, leaving the feet covered 
with mud; or even continued hot 


or dry weather, or an unhealthy 
condition will produce this 
trouble in the feet. The 
horn becomes dry and granulated, 
and separates very easily, crumb- 
ling and splintering away until 
there is scarcely crust enough left 
to fasten a shoe upon. The rem- 
edy is, of course, to remove the 
cause and restore the moisture. 
Frequent washing of the feet with 
cold water, with 
health, and to give the horse clean 
bedding and an earth floor to stand 
upanyor a deep bed of sawdust 
prevent it, or cure it in many 
CASES.

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WITHIN less than a year the po- 
litical caldron in Nevada will 
-* eommence to boil. The people will 
be called upon to vote for President, 
successor to Cleveland, Justice Su- 
preme Court, successor to Leonard, 
and Congressman, successor to 
Woodburn. Laying aside the Pres- 
idential question, who will be our 
candidates? Altbough be bas had 
a second term, in all probability 
Leonard will be a candidate to suc- 
ceed himeelf. His probable antag- 
oulsts in his own party are Board- 
man, of Washoe, and Woodburn, of 
Storey. Itis well understood that 
Woodburn, who will bave served 
three terms lu Covgress, would 
much prefer the position of Justice 
to that of Congressman. The pos- 


sible Democratic candidates for. 


Justice are Stone and Huffaker, of 
Storey, Cresw-ll, of Lander, Rives, 
of Eureka, and Sewell, of Esmer- 
alda. Ellis, of Ormsby, possibly 
might be a candidate were it not 
that he still has his eye on a seat 
in the U. S. Senate. The Republi- 
can candidates for Congress are by 
no means certain. If he do not 
enter the race for Juatice of course 
Woodburn leads all the rest for 
Congress. Foley isa candidate for 
the U. 8. Senate, but might be in- 
duced to accept a nomination for 
Congress. If Stevens had good 
health so that he could make the 
race he would be a most formidable 
candidate. Powning says he has 
no political bee whatever in his 
bonnet, but this is taken with sev- 
eral grains of allowance. Williams, 
of Ormsby, deuies the soft impeach- 
ment that he would like Congress, 
but his friends who know that he 
has both the ability and a half 
million to back it up think him 
available and his candidacy proba- 
ble. - Poujade, of Lincoln, too, is 
mentioned in the list of aspirants 
for Congressional bonors. On the 
Democratic side it is rumored that 
Cassidy will again shy his castor in 
the ring. Westerfield is a nestor in 
politics and would run like a scared’ 
wolf, but he. has little hopes of 
Democratic victory in Nevada next 
Fall and doesn’t propose to run to 
lose. McMillan, who was pitted 
against Woodburn, still retains 
prestige in his party and may bob 
up serenely” in the next Demo- 
cratic State Convention, Dorsey, 
of Elko, isa strong mao, and his 
friends in Eastern Nevada say he 
is just the man to use as the pole to 
knock down the persimmons, Pike 
for several years has had ‘an itch- 
ing to we r a Congressman’s shoes 
and will no doubt keep his weather 
eye peeled to see what is goiug on. 
At this early date of course it is 
quite beyond the ken of mortals to 
see who will be named for these 
two important offices, but it is ap- 
parent that there will be in the field 
for each position plenty. of candi- 
dates with first-class qualifications.

An Interesting Letter From South- 
era Oregon. 
HARNEY VALLEY, October 5. 

Editor Gazette—Sir: Since my 
last letter to the GAZETTE we have 
had some stirring times. The 
Swamp Commissioners have been 
here, also an agent looking after 
fraudulent land entries. I can’t

Of late this has been carried on quite 
extensively in different parts of New 
d, and in a number of in- 
stances the ~ ayy have been ar- 
“their paraphernalia, 
‘econ sentenced to penal in- 
stitutions for various periods. Think- 
ing that the general public would be 
interested in knowing how some ol 
the ‘‘queer’’ is coined and circulated, 
a Traveller re tative started out 
with that end in ‘view, and had the 
fall in with a Govern: 
ment offi connected with the 
Secre Department, who hae 
had many years’ experience in ap- 
prehending counterfeiters. When 
the writer announced his mission the 
official readily gave his consent to be 
inter viewed, and said: 
“Counterfeiting is practiced more 
extensively than is generally known. 
In my official capacity my work has 


earthing counterfeiting places. It is 
almost impossible for me to say to 
what extent 2 — money is counter. 
feited, but know that coin ol 
every denomination is counterfeited. 
Strange as it may seem, but one 
counterfeit $20 gold piece has ever 
been discovered, and that was dated 
1859. It was made as follows: 
A GENUINE DOUBLE EAGLE 

Was sawed in two, one side bein 
left thicker than the other. As muc 
gold as possible was then scooped 
out of the thick side, and a mixture 
of platinum and some other meta! 
substituted, to bring it up to the 
standard weight. It is what is known 
as a filled coin,’ and is worth from 
$7 to $8. A $10 gold piece filled in 
the same way is worth from $3 to 
$4.50. There are . a number ol 

10 counterfeits. The dates of those 

lled or counterfeited are 1841-47-49- 
55-61-75-79 and 80. The one con- 
sidered the most dangerous is dated 
1847. The first counterfeit half-eagle, 
or five-dollar gold piece, that the 
Secret Service discovered was issued 
in 1850, and no less than twenty-two 
have 22 since then, some ol 
them ing Meer 
while others are worth from $2.70 to 
$4.63 each. The ones dated 1882 are 
the most skillfully executed counter- 
feits known. Gold pieces are not 
counterfeited so much as silver coins, 
for the reason that gold counterfeit 
coins are made from dies, and not 
cast. The manufacturers of the 
‘queer’ must buy the gold, which re- 
quires, of course, considerable capital, 
and the machinery is not only expen- 
sive, but of such large proportions as 
to render it liable to detection. In 
manufacturing counterfeit silver dol- 
lars, most any ingenious mechanic 
can do that after a little experience. 
The recent capture and conviction of 
a gang of -counterfeiters in New 
Hampshire illastrates how few things 
are required in

„The articles found in the house 
where the counterfeiters made their 
spurious money, were plaster of paris 
molds of genuine coin, britannia, 
block tin, and a silver wash. 
The men engaged in manufacturing 
these counterfeit sil pieces stole 
the lead pipe and ht in the 
neighborhood old | a teapots, 
from which they got i..... metal, and 
the block tin they purchased in Bos- 
ton. [The writer was permitted to 
examine twenty or twenty-five of 
these molds and dies for manufactur- 
ing different coins of the United 
States, and they were found to be 
fine pieces of workmanship.] Dur- 
ing the past year new counterfeit sil- 
ver pieces were discovered almost 
every other month. In a leather bag 
were about two hundred or three 
hundred silver dollars in the rough 
that is, before they had been finished 
up and made ready for the mar 
ket.

the difference ween the genuine 
and the spurious coin, so finely werd 
the latter finished. They are detected 
by their ap nee and their 
weight. e weight test is the most 
accurate and reliable, especially with 
gold coin. The Treasury has a set of | 
maximum and minimum weights 
which distinguish the weight of all 
coins. For example, the maximum 
of a twenty-dollar gold piece is 516 
grains, and the minimum 513.42 
grains. The difference is exactly 
one-half of 1 per cent., the amount 
allowed by law,
